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ZORSE THINV AS. 
4 Large Gang Operating Between Cairo, 
Zilinois, and Grenada, M&ississippi. 
West Tennessee and Morth Mississippi 
Infested With .Them—How 
They Work. 


Not only circumstances, but admissions of ac- 
cused parties, render it positive that West Tennes- 
see and Nortb Mississippi are infested witha large, 
thoroughly gang of horse thieves, who 
recognize one leader, are under strict discipline, 
and work together for a common interest. One 
of the chief operators is a negro named John 
Niles, recently pardoned out of the penitentiary 
by Brownlow, and who was two years ago sen- 
tenced to ten years imprisonment by the Circuit 
Court for robbery near Germantown. He is the 
same man whom a number of bis gang sought to 
rescue from the Raleigh jail in 1866, by assaulting 
and firing on the jailor. A member of the gang 
was nang d arrested in possession of a stolen 
horse near Raleigh, by detective Ben. Garrett, and 
is now in jail. 

The operations of this large and formidable 

, com of both whites and blacks, extend 

Cairo, Iilinois, to Grenada, Mississippi, ex- 
tending through the river tier of counties in Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, and those also on the line 
of the Mobile and Ohio railroad. Cairo, Illinois,

It 
is a notorious fact that stock lifting has been car- 
ried on more extensively during the past six 
months than ever before in the hi of this sec- 
tion of country; yet the criminals are seldom 
brought to jastice. It will bea tall feather in the 
cap of the detective who exposes and breaks up 
the gang and brings its chiefs to justice.

On Wednesday there were three races over the 
Metairie Course. The winning nags were “ Lexing- 
ton,”’ “Beacon” and The following ac- 
count from Wednesday’s Picayune will .be read 
with no little interest. It will be seen that “Agnes 
Donovan” was second inthe third race, ‘‘Malcom” 
beating her by only a scratch: 

The first was a hurdle race, dash of two miles, 
welter weights, eight leaps, {or a purse of $500.

In this order they came under the string in 2:16, 
speeding away for the first hurdle,and all clearing 
it im superbstyle. The second mile was but a 
repetition ofthe first, save that Red Bird, in at- 
tempting to clear the second hurdle, fell, rolling 
over, as itappeared, on his rider. 

Both, however, soon regained their feet, when 
the plucky little jocky, springing into his saddle, 
rode on. The othertwo horses were ahead, 
having a pretty liyely struggle alli to themselves. 
Edinboro seemed to make every effort to take the 
lead, but Jonesboro could not understand that 
courtesy demanded he should give the first place 
to his brother, and led under the string in 4:19,4 
Edinboro about a halflength behind, while the 
luckless little Bird was a long ways in the rear.

DBLIGHTFUL TIME IN 
COUNTRY. 
“Zoiree Dansante”’ at Moscow, Tennes- 
seeo—An Enjoyable Frolic. 
Rural Sports and Pleasant Bxperiences. 


Special Correspondence of the Avalanche.) 

Moscow, TENNESSER, April 17, 1868. 
Epirors AVALANCHE: Some time ago folks 
hereabouta became iuterested over descriptions of 
balls, parties, festivals, etc., (hat has from time to 
time appeared in the columns of the AVALANCHE, 
Soirees and amusements in the city, festivals and 
racing in its suburbs, and frolics in the adjacent 
towns, excited the envy of the Moscowites, unable 
to take part in the pleasurable scenes, pastimes 
and fun of their neighbors, they could only get 
up a little of it on their own account, and this was 
consequently determined on, committees ap- 
pointed that were not long arranging plans. Busy 
hands were soon in motion. Friends in the city 


were called on for advice and aid, and a week’s 
preparation found everything in readiness for the 
reception of the beauty and chivalry of this and 
surrounding regions. The “grand soiree dansante”’ 
wus a fixed fact. 

The Thursday afternoon train for Someryille 
carried out a bevy of Memphis belles. Mooks un- 
rivalled string band. Captain Thomas Allen, a 
pair of press reporters, who had mysterious) 
mana to attain knowledge of the intended sree § 
and the entire party weresafely deposited by con- 
ductor Banapass at their destination amid the 
enlivening strains of the band. A committee of 
citizens Were in weHing. They chaperoned the 
party to places where toilets were rejuvenated,and 
things fixed up for the dance. 

While this was going on, the item hunters went 
on an exploring tour. A cursory view satisfied 
them no labyarinthbian streets and alley ways 
were thereto get lost in. In fact there was not 
more than twenty houses ofall kinds, and none 
overone story high within the village. These 
have all been erected since close of the war 
and present a rather newish look that would be 
much improved by a few coats of paint, 

Before the war, a handsome; flourishing village 
stood on the present site of Moscow. Many of its 
citizens were wealthy in lands, stocks, money and 
negroes, but the vicissitudes of the times swept 
everything from them, while the invading hosts 
destroyed every vestige of the town, and drove 
its residents, refugees and wanderers to points 
South of their lines. Six moeths after the sur 
render of the hostile armies to the Federal forces, 
this writer arrived, heated and worn on foot, one 
hot, sultry summer day, at Moscow, the then 
eastern terminus of the Charleston road. Not a 
shade tree, a shed, barn, or roof of any character, 
was there to sheiter the tired wanderer from the [ 
sun’s sweltering rays, A regiment of Nationa! 
soldiers were encamped half a mile from the old 
town site, and to this point he wandered in search o! 
water to quench his burning thirst. There was 
no shade except under the soldiers’ tents, and 
here he waited several hours for the train to ar- 
rive bound for Memphis. Since then the 
former villagers have returned, and with a few 
new-comers have erected the present town, which 
at some future day may rival ite former glory. 
However, a8 yet they are notableto afford a ho- 
tel, even though itis the junction of the Somer- 
ville branch of the railroad. The new depot 
building has recently been completed. This had 
been arranged and decorated at considerable ex- 
pense for the occasion as the most suitable to hold 
the crowd and the dance. But the train from 
Memphis brought a much smaller number than 
was anticipated. The Wolf river, a fork of which 
runs past each side of the town, was 
swollen so high that they could not be forded. 
For a time it was feared that the great crowd ex- 
pected would be a verysmall one. The nine 
o’clock train bound west brought a party from 
LaGrange, while the village itself turned out 
handsomely, and the spacious depot house, tastii 
decorated with evergreens, and brilliantiy illumi- 
nated with keroseue, was soon filled. A fairer, 
prettier, merrier group of ladies haye seldom clus 
tered together, to move through the figures of the 
rusticreel, Everybody, and several of their city 
cousins, with their wives’ first blood relations, 
were on hand, and were soon twisting the poetry 
of motion into all kinds of manners of shapes. 

Terpsichore absolutely did a stunning business, 
anda perfect furore of dancing followed. One 
fairy flew around us so continually that it was at 
times really dangerous to the peace of ordinarily- 
constru mortals to contain themselves. It is 
something akin to the feeling of one who has spent 
an hour or soin Paradise with the houris, to be in 
the presence of such divine beauties as graced this 
room, and with their gaudy, dazzling atti: es fairly 
enchanted the generai looker-on. ‘The only fault 
that could be found with it was there were too 
many pretty girls, 

There was Miss E——s, the belle of Moscow, at- 
tired in a cherry-colored Tarleton trimmed with 
golden a and a wreath of early spring vio- 
lets encircling her brow, looking exceedingly 
sweet and captivating; and Miss T——n, costumed 
in a spotiess white dress, studded with gold stars, 
a pink sash about her waist,and a simple wreath 
of white roses around her head, presenting a 
charming look; and Miss G——n, in white dress, 
ornamented with silver stars, a blue sash about 
her waist,and a red rosebunch in her hand- 
somely-dressed hair.

the option cf the Mayor. 
Sec. 2. Said bonds shall be issued in denoin- 
inations of $500 and $1,000, at the discretion of the 
Mayor, with coupons for iaterest, payable semi- 
annually; and when so issued shail be used b 
the Mayor for the payment of any of the due debis 
of the | 
Sec, 3. In order to test the sense of the qualified 
voters of the city as to the issuance of the above 
bonds, under an act of the Legislature, passed 
cember 3, 1867,the Mayor shall, alter giving ten 
days’ notice in the daily newspapers of the city of 
the time and place of the election, submit this or- 
dinance to the qualified voters ofthe city. Those 
voting for the issuance of said bonds shall indorse 
upon their tickets, “bonds;” those voting against, 
‘**no bonds.” And should a majority of the quali- 
fied voters vote in favor of the proposition, then 
this ordinance to be of full force and effect, and 
re shall be !ssued as provided ‘in sections 
and 2,
